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Charity speaks out over changes to train station forecourt 


A DISABLED access charity 
has complained to the 
Equality and Human Rights 
Commission about the pro¬ 
posed forecourt renovation 
at Ashford International. 

Criticism is growing over the £2.5 
million project as a number of organisa¬ 
tions join taxi drivers in voicing dissat¬ 
isfaction with the consultation process. 

The Centre for Independent Living 
in Kent, a charity enabling disabled 
people, has formally complained to the 
Equality and Human Rights Comm-

ission over the lack of widespread con¬ 
sultation during planning stages and 
argues that subsequently proposals 
“fail to meet the minimum standards 
for disabled access”. 

Current plans would see disabled 
parking bays moved more than 50m 
away from the station entrances to 
make way for a pedestrian plaza. The 
charity also criticised the remote drop 
off points for buses and taxis and 
walkways that are neither covered 


nor contrasted for the partially sighted. 

In a statement to the council, the 
charity said: “The current arrange¬ 
ments for access for disabled people 
are generally very good. The proposed 
redevelopment makes matters signifi¬ 
cantly worse.” 

This comes as the Department for 
Housing, which is funding the project, 
requested councils prove they are 
engaging and benefiting the commu¬ 
nity with their projects before releas¬ 
ing the money.

Name row is at 
end of the road

A BITTER debate over a 
road sign that has tom a 
small Ashford village apart 
for more than four years 
has finally come to an end. 

Kenardington villagers packed into 
the public gallery at Ashford Magis¬ 
trates’ Court to hear the final out¬ 
come of an appeal by engineer Geoff 
Comes, who alleged Ashford council 
failed to follow procedure when it 
changed an ancient village street 
name, sparking years of acrimonious 
bickering. 

The feud began in 2006 when 
parish councillor Victoria Cocking sent 
an email to Ashford council request¬ 
ing her street name was changed 
from Church Road to Church Lane in 
the tiny Saxon village. 

She argued the change was needed 
so postmen would not contuse it with 
Church Road in Kennington, more 
than 10 miles away, and Church 
Road in Warehome, two miles away, 
causing missed deliveries. 

The council, assuming Mrs 
Cocking was acting on behalf of the 
parish council, approved the sugges¬ 
tion and changed the signs. 

A storm of protest empted, leading 
to a battle fiercer than anything wit¬ 
nessed since the Danes stormed the 
village on the edge of Romney marsh¬ 
es in the 10th century. 

A campaign led by fellow parish 
councillor Mr Comes raised a peti¬ 
tion among the 220 villagers to get 
the sign changed back. 

Mrs Cocking, who lives in the 
street with husband Timothy, a busi¬ 
ness consultant, claimed her request 
was supported by the majority of peo¬ 
ple in the road, with nine of the 12 
houses backing the change to lane. 

The village was split in two with 
claims that those pressing for change 
were just trying make it sound posh 
to boost property prices. 

The battle became so bitter that 
parish clerk Mary Shaw, who had 
served in office for 22 years, resigned 
because she was fed up with the 
infighting. 

Mr Comes trawled public records 
dating back to the First World War, 
including the Land Register and old 
Ordnance Survey maps, and could 
find no evidence of a Church Lane. 

He said: “It has always been 
Church Road not a posh sounding 
lane. Evidently Church Lane must 
have a nicer ring to it and be softer to

delicate middle class ears.” 

But his evidence was disputed by 
current parish council chairman 
Keith Ashby whose family has 
farmed in the village for generations. 

He said: “I am not convinced of his 
case. He never accepts the residents 
should have a view He has developed 
an aggressive manner at parish 
council meetings and increasingly 
said those that wanted change want¬ 
ed to increase the value of their 
homes. But he has no evidence to 
support that and the villagers have 
been misrepresented. 

“Whatever the outcome of this 
appeal Kenardington Parish Council 
has agreed to have two signs saying 
Church Lane, also known as Church 
Road, to avoid any confusion for 
postal and emergency services.” 

The borough council admitted 
wrongly thinking Mrs Cocking was 
speaking on behalf of the parish 
council when it acted on her request 
in 2006. Later it received an official 
request from the parish council stat¬ 
ing it wished to retain the original 
name. 

The bench had to decide whether 
the council had followed policy, fair¬ 
ness of proceedings and if the change 
was unreasonable. 

They found in favour of the council 
and ruled there was no basis to 
accept Mr Comes’ challenge. Total 
costs of the case amounted to £2,500. 

Yet magistrates considered that as 
the council had acknowledged it 
made an error in the first place back 
in 2006, which had been responsible 
for much unrest and heated feelings 
in the village, Mr Comes only had to 
pay £500.

behind the regeneration, has request¬ 
ed a meeting with the charity. 

Linda Doran, head of economic 
development, said: “There is still flex¬ 
ibility in the designs, and discussions 
are ongoing on possible options to 
ensure all users of the station are 
catered for. 

“The improvements to the domes¬ 
tic station forecourt will address the 
current congestion issues and help to 
provide a safer environment for 
everyone, as well as creating an 
impressive entrance point for the 
town for commuters and visitors. 

“The changes will significantly 
improve the safety of the current 
arrangements, particularly for dis¬ 
abled and elderly people.” 

Another group who feel their voices 
have been marginalised are the 
Central Ashford Community Forum, 
a voluntary advisory group. 

Jonathon Dance, fomm chairman, 
said: “We think it’s astonishing they 
didn’t present more options to the 
public and that when they presented 
the plan they said it wasn’t up for 
negotiation. 

“The whole process has been sub¬ 
standard and that’s a view that 
seems to be widely shared by groups 
that were or weren’t consulted. 

“Consensus among trustees seems 
to be that a wholesale redevelopment 
is unnecessary and the current 
environment could be adapted to 
make it safer.” 

Taxi drivers have spoken out from 
the beginning against plans that 
would see taxi ranks and bus stops 
moved over a footbridge, out of sight 
of commuters. 

Tracey Ruck, Ashford taxi driver 
and union representative, said: 
“The whole thing ought to go back to 
the drawing board. Small changes 
such as enforcing the current traffic 
regulations would make a big differ¬ 
ence without needing to spend so 
much money in the current economic 
climate.” 

The council executive met on 
Thursday, August 12 and agreed to 
review the plans, although work is 
still expected to commence at the end 
of September. 

Cllr Gerry Clarkson, said: “If you 
have an international station then 
first and foremost it must be fit for 
purpose. People are not going to trav¬ 
el to a station to sit and have their 
sandwiches; it has to be function 
before form. This scheme puts cyclists 
closer to the main entrance than the 
disabled; it’s a nonsense. 

“From my point of view it won’t 
happen unless it does change; I have 
a strong voice on the executive and it 
will be put right or I’ll recommend we 
don’t spend the money.” 


Cash for town improvements 


THE council says it has secured 
Government money for two major 
projects in the town. 

The £4.2 million Growth Area 
Funding grant will mean work can 
begin on transforming St Mary’s 
Church into a space more suitable for 
performance arts and improvements 
to the domestic station forecourt. 

Although detailed plans have been 
made for the two schemes, the coun¬ 
cil has had to wait until David 
Cameron’s government announced 


its next round of spending before it 
could definitely start work. 

Cllr Paul Bartlett, leader of 
Ashford council, said: “At a time 
when cuts in public spending are 
reaching unprecedented levels, the 
new coalition Government has 
shown its confidence in Ashford’s 
growth programme. 

“This will fund a range of improve¬ 
ment projects in the town to make 
Ashford a better place to live and 
work for our residents.” 


Work is currently taking place on 
improvements to junction nine of the 
M20, Drovers Roundabout and build¬ 
ing of the new Victoria Way road that 
will link the train station to the A28 
at Great Chart. 

Cllr Paul Clokie, chairman of the 
Ashford’s Future Partnership Board, 
said: “This announcement means 
over £54m is being invested in 
Ashford in the next year which will 
result in a better transport network 
and improved community facilities.” 
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Gran's new job turns in 
to cash scam nightmare

A HARD-UP grandmother who lost 
more than a thousand pounds to 
fraudsters is now being forced to 
pay back the cash to Halifax bank. 

Sarah Smith, who lives in Ashford, said: “This 
incident has left me very shaken and ashamed 
that I was so gullible. 

“As someone suffering from depression I can¬ 
not put into words just how bad I am feeling at 
the moment. I do not want this to happen to 
someone else.” 

Ms Smith answered a newspaper advert for a 
job as a work-at-home administrator, filing and 
proofreading application documents. 

She heard nothing for a couple of months and 
then on Tuesday, August 3, she received an 
email from a woman named Kelly Price claim¬ 
ing to be recruiting for an international compa¬ 
ny, Corporation Centre, based in Canada. 

Having followed a link to a legitimate website 
Sarah saw no reason to be suspicious and duly 
filled out a contract with the firm, revealing her 
name, address, mobile phone number and age. 

She was asked to open an account “preferably 
Halifax or Bank of Scotland”, and told she 
would be sent money to purchase stationary on 
Monday, August 9. 

She was instructed to withdraw the money, 
deduct her wages then transfer the balance 
through Western Union to Maroof Ola Martiw, 
a supplier in London.

Ms Smith said: “I was beginning to have sec¬ 
ond thoughts, but before I could do anything 
about them, I received an email informing me 
that £1,380 had been paid into my account and 
I was to withdraw £1,280 and transfer it. 

“I began to panic. I had expected about £100 
to be paid in. I did not really want to withdraw 
it and send it on, but didn’t know what else to do. 

“They had my name and address and could 
turn up on my doorstep demanding the money 
back. I spend a lot of time at home on my own, 
or with my baby grandchild.” 

Ms Smith, said: “I am finding it difficult to 
make ends meet so like a lot of people I decided 
to look for a second job. 

“When the emails arrived I was busy at work 
so I didn’t read them through as carefully as I 


should have.” 

She decided to transfer the money and then 
quit, despite the company contacting her again, 
requesting she transfer another amount. 

The next morning she opened her account to 
find it had been blocked by Halifax, as the bank 
suspected fraud. Furthermore, Halifax had 
withdrawn £1,380.45, leaving her £1,190.35 
overdrawn. 

Now the Halifax is demanding immediate 
repayment of the overdraft. 

Ms Smith said: “I was trying to find a way to 
make some extra money, not get myself even 
further into debt. The police were appalled at 
Halifax’s response to the situation. 

“I think it is telling that Halifax is the bank of 
choice for fraudsters. Why do they not have 
more robust procedures in place for dealing 
with it, instead of trying to victimise the victim 
further?” 

Halifax refused to comment on this case 
when appraoched by Yourashford but con¬ 
firmed it is investigating the fraud. 

In a letter to Ms Smith on August 10 it said: 
‘Your account has received a credit of £1,380.35 
which has proved to be fraudulent. 

“Unfortunately you are not entitled to these 
funds.” 

Lionel Peres, director of Corporation Centre, 
said: We’ve been contacted by a few individu¬ 
als in the last few weeks about a supposed 
employment offer. 

“We were not aware of such a scheme, we’ve 
contacted the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
filed a report, and are posting a link on our 
website warning people.”

Closure of 'drugs 
den' is delayed 

ATTEMPTS by police to shut an alleged 
crack house have been delayed by two 
weeks as the defence prepare their case. 

Officers were seeking to close down a 
flat in Musgrove for up to three months 
under the Anti-Social Behaviour Act of 
2003, the first ruling of its kind in 
Ashford. The act aims to disrupt class-A 
drugs’ infrastructure and associated dis¬ 
turbances in urban areas. 

The hope is that closing down drug 
dens and forcing users to relocate will 
prove more effective than simply prose¬ 
cuting an individual. 

However, as the defence solicitor had 
only been informed of the 10am hearing 
an hour before it was due to start on 
Thursday, August 12, it was decided to 
delay proceedings until everyone had 
time to examine the evidence in detail. 

Until the closure order is decided, 
entrance to the flat is restricted to the 47- 
year-old defendant and her son.

Adventurous biker returns after 
raising £28,000 touring Africa

VILLAGERS flocked to the centre of 
Biddenden on Sunday to welcome 
back local hero Spencer Conway, who 
has just circumnavigated Africa by 
motorbike. 

He was joined by a procession of 
bikers who had gathered in Ashford 
to welcome him home. 

During his nine and a half month 
trip the former teacher has ridden 
through 32 African countries cover¬ 
ing 60,000km. He has also raised 
nearly £28,000 for Save the Children. 

Mr Conway, 42, said: “It feels a bit 
of a shock to be back because I have 
spent so much time on the road that 
at times it felt like the journey would 
never end. Now I am back I think it 
will take a bit of time for what I have 
done to sink in.” 

Mr Conway was greeted by his 
daughters and parents who live in 
the village along with locals who had 
turned out to wish him well. 

During his trip Mr Conway has 
had to deal with some of the world’s 
worst roads, jungle and desert ter¬ 
rain, breakdowns and his equipment 
being stolen. 

He said: “One of the highlights 
from the biking point of view was rid¬ 


ing through the winding roads of 
Ethiopia and the Great Rift Valley.” 

The lowest point for Mr Conway, 
who originally grew up in Swaziland, 
was being shot at by bandits. 

He said: “It was on the border of 
Somalia and Kenya. It damaged my 
rear wheel and I was forced to walk 
about 15km. 

“The army told me I was very lucky 
because the only reason they stopped 
firing at me as I rode away was 
because they had run out of bullets.” 

Mr Conway, who has been support¬ 
ed by his friend, the actor Richard E 


Grant, says he intends to keep his 
website open so people can continue 
to make donations. However, he said 
he would not undertake another 
challenge like the bike ride, at least 
for a while. 

He also intends to write a book 
about his adventure. 

He said: “It has been a once in a 
lifetime journey but I am glad to have 
raised the money. I hope anyone who 
approves of what I have done will put 
a few pounds on the website.”

Church tomb 

may hold body 
of King's son

THE body of a man who but for a 
lost battle could have become 
King of England is reputed to lie 
under a long-forgotten tomb in a 
ruined church near Ashford. 

The illegitimate son of Richard III - one of 
William Shakespeare’s great villains - who 
lost the Battle of Bosworth Field and ended 
Plantagenet rule, is believed to have spent his 
final days as a stone mason on the Eastwell 
Manor estate two miles from Ashford. 

He had fled to the place where he was 
bought up and was fearful of revealing his 
identity as the victorious Henry Tudor was 
consolidating his throne by getting rid of all 
rival claimants. 

The tomb is one of the few surviving relics 
of the church which has just its tower 
remaining after being partially destroyed in 
a Second World War bombing raid. 

It bears the name of Richard Plantagenet 
and a date of 1560. 

The story goes that Sir Thomas Moyle, who 
was building the existing manor house close 
to the site 450 years ago, was fascinated by 
an old workman named Richard who was, 
unusually for the time, able to read. 

Sir Thomas asked the white bearded old 
man his life story and was told he had been 
bought up by a schoolmaster with no knowl¬ 


edge of his parentage. 

Historian Arthur Mee looked into the tale 
in the 1930s and wrote how the old man met 
his father as a boy, after arriving following a 
long journey on horseback in “a vast camp all 
a-buzz with knights and bowmen.” 

He said: “The boy was bought to a tent where 
he saw a stately man in a rich suit of armour. 

“He put his hands on the boy’s shoulders 
and gazing at him said: ‘Richard I am your 
father and if I prevail in tomorrow’s battle I 
will provide for you as befits your blood. But 
it may be that I shall be defeated, killed, that 
I shall not see you again’. 

“The boy asked, stammering ‘Sir Father! 
Who are you?’ 

“’I am King of England today,’ said the 
man. “But only heaven knows what I may be 
tomorrow, for the rebels are strong. 

“If the Earl of Richmond [later King Henry 
VII] wins the day he will seek out the 
Plantagenets and crush them. 

“Tell no one who you are unless I am victo¬ 
rious’.” 

After the lost battle the young boy fled back 
to Eastwell and was lost to obscurity until 
the story was coaxed from him. 

Sir Thomas was - according to the story - 
very touched and allowed the aged Richard 
to live for free in a small house, waited on by 
a steward. 

It is after his death that he built the tomb 
- which is very similar to that of Sir Thomas 
and his wife Katherine, which is on display 
in the Victoria and Albert Museum.

STUNNING pictures showing 
touching moments between wild 
animals and their offspring have 
been brought together for a new 
children’s book. 

The heart-melting photos were captured by 
renowned photographer Steve Bloom, from 
Wye near Ashford. 

The 57-year-old, originally from South 
Africa, travelled to each of the world’s conti¬ 
nents to capture images of animals in their 
natural habitat. 

His book My Favourite Animal Families, 
with text from children’s author David Henry 
Wilson, showcases around 70 of the best and 
most intimate pictures. 

“It’s a culmination of about 14 years work,” 
said Mr Bloom. 

“The book is aimed at children, but I think it 
will appeal to all ages. I want it to take people 
into another world. 

“I hope children reading my book will come 
to identify with the animals and realise they 
have their own separate ways of living, but are 
still connected to us. 

“For example, the young animals have needs 
just like babies and children do. Some of the 
pictures really show the paternal care.” 


Fourteen species of wild animals feature in 
the book, including elephants, orang-utans 
and pandas. 

Each animal family is presented over four 
pages, showing the different aspects of their 
daily life, such as feeding, playing and hunt¬ 
ing. 

A baby elephant sheltering from the rain 
under its mother and a young chimpanzee 
clinging to its mother’s back are just two of a 
selection of intimate pictures showing the 
relationships between the wild animals and 
their young. 

Mr Bloom said: “Taking these kinds of pic¬ 
tures can be a long process. I worked closely 
with guides and spoke to local people about 
how to get close to the animals. 

“Take a grisly bear, for example, you don’t 


want to creep up on it quietly, because bears 
don’t like that - you have to make yourself 
heard - whereas photographing something 
like a zebra you mustn’t make a lot of noise. 

“The last thing I want to do is cause stress to 
the animals. 

“There is a lot of patience involved in this 
kind of work. I’ve waited for weeks before, 
waiting to get the picture. 

“But it’s definitely worth it. I waited for polar 
bears in temperatures 50 degrees below freez¬ 
ing and decided to stay on longer. 

“After 15 days out there a mother came out 
with her cubs.” 

Mr Bloom, who specialises mainly in wildlife 
photography, has covered other subjects rang¬ 
ing from isolated tribes in Africa to urban peo¬ 
ple in Nairobi.

His other publications include Living Africa, 
Spirit of the Wild and Elephants: A Book for 
Children. 

He said: “I try and shoot from the heart. I go 
for eye-contact. A lot of it is a subconscious 
thing and this translates into the work. 

“You can have two photographers taking the 
same picture and they look different. No one 
really knows why, but the way you feel trans¬ 
lates into a picture.” 

Mr Bloom added: “I’ve received emails and 
messages from people who have seen my pic¬ 
tures and said it has inspired them to work in 
conservation or take up wildlife photography. 

“It’s a real pleasure to get such feedback.”

Can you tell us about your new clinic? 


A The clinic opened its doors in Aldington on 
the site of the doctors surgery.

SERIOUS doubts hang over the 
new Wye Recreation ground after 
the Government announced it is 
reviewing its funding. 

The parish council was notified on Thursday, 
July 15, that all work on its new adventure 
playground was to stop while the Department 
for Education re-assesses the grants for all 
Playbuilder projects, in a bid to save £5 million 
from the Play Revenue budget. 

Jenny Oram, clerk for Wye Parish Council, 
said: “It’s not certain that the money will be 
withdrawn but it seems fairly likely that those 
playgrounds which are not actually under con¬ 
struction or under contract are having their 
funding taken away.” 

The parish council had completed, and paid 
more than £4,000 for, the first consultation 
phase of the project and were in the process of 
having the final design checked by the county 
council. 

Ms Oram, said: “It’s the first project of this 
kind the parish council has undertaken in a 
long time and it’s devastating to see the money 
going, but it’s just not considered a priority.” 

Now there is no certainty that they will be 
reimbursed the money they’d already invested. 

The Department for Education said: “The 
department will cover the cost of expenditure 


already incurred for completed sites and sites 
where construction has already commenced.” 

Ms Oram said: “We’ve already paid the 
designer and it would be very unethical if the 
Government didn’t meet these costs because 
the work was undertaken in good faith.” 

Despite these obstacles, the council remains 
positive that the playground will go ahead. 


Ms Oram said: “We’re not going to give up. 
The parish council is looking at possible alter¬ 
native sources of funding and ways of raising 
money within the community.” 

The Department for Education has confirmed 
that no final decisions have been taken and 
results of the review are expected to be released 
by the end of the month.

24-hour sponsored broadcast.

Students' out of 
Africa experience 

CHILDREN at the Towers School sum¬ 
mer academy spent the week exploring 
the mysteries of Africa. 

Activities included Djembe drumming 
workshops, carbon dating, Zulu mask¬ 
making and a trip to Quex Park on the 
Isle of Thanet where children learnt 
about animals and conservation.

AFTER David Cameron’s recent 
policy U-tum on free milk provi¬ 
sion for under-fives, children’s diets 
are once again in the spotlight. 

In the past the stmggle has been ensuring 
children eat enough fruit and vegetables. Now 
according to a survey of English nursery 
schools, toddlers are being fed too much fruit 
and not enough carbohydrates to maintain 
their energy levels. 

The findings were released in April by Local 
Authority Coordinators of Regulatory Services 
who asked trading standards officers in 29 
councils to check on snacks offered by 118 
nurseries over a five-day period. 

Although the results show most nurseries 
try to offer a good diet some schools face the 
dilemma of doing what they know is right or 
doing what parents think is right. 

Some parents are blamed for putting pres¬ 
sure on staff to ban key sources of nourish¬ 
ment such as whole-fat milk and red meat. 

The Caroline Walker Trust, which promotes 
good diet, launched its new website Children 
Eating Well (CHEW) in June. 

The website explains children between one 
and four need regular meals and snacks which 
are full of nutrients. It also encourages young 
children to enjoy good food choices. 

Locally, Little Learners at Sellindge Pre- 
School, a private nursery school, has already 
set up a rolling snack bar to ensure children 
stay healthy. 

Cheryl Martin, owner and manager of Little 


Learners set up the snack bar shortly after the 
school opened in 2006. 

The snack bar operates between 9.30am and 
10.30am, supervised by a member of staff. 

The children come up when they feel hungry. 
They then wash their hands, pick their name 
off the velcro wall and hand it to the teacher in 
charge. 

The school provides some of the food from 
their own vegetable garden and this summer 
the children have tried radishes, purple 
sprouting broccoli and cucumber. 

Children learn about the origin of their food 
with posters surrounding the snack table to 
show where more exotic foods come from. 


The children gain a sense of pride and inter¬ 
est in their ‘nursery-grown’ produce and are 
more likely to try it. They help cut up the fruits 
with special cutters and pour their own glass¬ 
es of milk or water. 

Although only fruit and vegetables are 
offered during snack time, the school serves 
yoghurt, bread, crumpets and cereals during 
Breakfast Club. 

The snack bar seems the ideal way for young 
children to take an active part in snack activi¬ 
ties: growing, preparing and enjoying food. 

Mrs Martin said: “Over time the children 
have got used to it; the older ones help the 
younger ones and it’s really working.”

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Judith's making a difference to Ashford 


FOR a woman known for vision 
and leadership, it’s surprising to 
learn that Judith Armitt left 
Oxford University with no idea of a 
career path. 

“All I knew was that I wanted to make a dif¬ 
ference to the life of communities,” she said. 

Well, she’s doing just that now as managing 
director of Ashford’s Future - a partnership of 
10 public and private sector bodies - where 
she has recently overseen the awarding of £35 
million of contracts. 

From her office in Charter House she has 
been able to watch the big changes her organ¬ 
isation is making and will continue to make 
when it moves to nearby International House 
later this month. 

And it’s clear that Ashford’s Future is satis¬ 
fying that early wish to make a difference. 

“I have been keen that people can see it. It’s 
exciting that within a few months we can walk 
down new roads and see a new library. It’s very 
important to me, that tangible delivery. 
There’s more to life than having a particular 
position in a particular organisation,” she said. 

She hasn’t done badly there, though. Apart 
from what appears to have been a frustrating 
time at the former Greater London Council 
under both Conservative control and then that 
of Ken Livingstone’s Labour group, she has 
held key positions in local government. 

Born in Manchester and raised in the 
Midlands, she graduated in philosophy, politics 
and economics and trained in accountancy. 

She joined the GLC and recalled: “There was 
never a dull moment - there was always an 
argument going on and grand plans being 
drawn up. The downside was working for an 
organisation that was always being severely 
criticised. It can be very wearing on morale.” 

She left in 1985, to join the Borough of 
Lewisham as assistant treasurer and was pro¬ 
moted to treasurer within a year. At just 33, 
she was one of the youngest people in the 
country to hold such a post and almost certain¬ 
ly the first woman to succeed at that age. 

Her duties expanded too when she was made 
director of finance and support services - and 
also started a family. 

She said: “I had six months off after both 
pregnancies. At that time it was quite pioneer¬ 
ing stuff for someone at that level of seniority 
to have children and then come back to work. 

‘You have to be absolutely rigorous about a 
work/life balance. So I went from a regime 
where I would often be working in the 
evenings to one where I left at 5pm whatever 
happened, except for emergencies.” 

Judith then had the chance to fashion an 
organisation from scratch by becoming the 
first employee of the all-new Medway Council. 

She was appointed chief executive and had 
to add a further 7,000 people to the payroll in 
seven months so the new authority could go 
‘live’ on April 1,1998. 

Fallout 

Despite her continuing drive to make a dif¬ 
ference, she admitted that her first task was to 
ensure smooth transition: “I realised that suc¬ 
cess would be if people didn’t notice any differ¬ 
ence, even though we were amalgamating the 
Rochester and Gillingham councils and cut¬ 
ting a segment from Kent County Council.” 

After that, the new ‘super council’ appears to 
have delivered all the right challenges. She 
stayed nine years before being attracted to the 
development sector, operating between local 
and central government. 

Her first step was as chief executive of the 
Thames Gateway, ending after less than year 
when she resigned after a much publicised 
falling out with the Government. 

She then took over at Ashford where a devel¬ 
opment body had been in place since 2003, but 
was being reorganised along company lines. 

“It was what attracted me to this role. We get 
a degree of autonomy from our partners while 
working closely with them,” Judith said. 

She has a small team of 12 working with her, 
though she can call on expertise from primary 
partners KCCC, Ashford Borough Council, the 
South East England Development Agency and 


ASHFORD "has the potential to be the power¬ 
house of Kent" according to the town's design 
champion, Sir Terry Farrell. But with money 
almost too tight to mention to Judith Armitt, 
managing director of Ashford's Future - the 
body charged with working wonders for the 
once sleepy market town. Then again, if anyone 
can make the figures work it has to be this 
former council treasurer and trained accountant. 
Business editor STEVE LOADER asked her about 
the prospects for one of Kent's premier projects.

the Government’s Home and Communities 
Agency, which holds the purse strings. 

But how much harder will it be to loosen 
those purse strings now as the new coali¬ 
tion looks to stabilise the UK’s finances? 

“It’s a bit of a cliche, but it’s very much 
business as usual,” she said. 

“We have reached a stage of progress and 
commitment where we can go forward even 
in uncertain times. It’s been suggested we 
should assume we will get a 20 per cent cut, 
which means we will get 80 per cent of 
what is currently a £54m programme and 
that will still allow substantial progress.” 

She admitted some smaller projects have 
already had to be pruned, such as the 
town’s new cycle way scheme, though she 
has not written this out of the grand plan. 

But she betrays some concern for 
SmartLink, Ashford’s bid for a rapid bus 
service: “It ought to be Ashford’s trademark 
in 10 years. It will be smart, clean, attractive 
to be on, frequent, and free from delays.” 

But SmartLink - similar to the rapid bus 
service already operating in Thameside - 
has yet to get the green light. 

Though £30m was allocated by the outgo¬ 
ing government, SmartLink is back in the 
mix ahead of the coalition Government’s 
spending review in October. 

And there’s a danger it will be seen by the 
Treasury as a park and ride scheme, rather 
than the starter for phases two and three 
linking and promoting development of two 
all-new communities in outlying districts of 
the town. These later stages would also get 
cash from the developers of the new commu¬ 
nities, but there is perspiration being shed 
over funding for that crucial primary stage. 

But Judith is keen to emphasise the 
momentum Ashford already has, especially 
from HS1. She is “stunned” when I admit¬ 
ted I have yet to travel on it. 

“It’s the most fantastic new rail service; 
37 minutes to London, two trains an hour 
and great connectivity with other services. 

“An estate agent told me that not only are 


house inquiries up locally, but 50 per cent of 
inquiries are because of HS1. 

It’s early days, but we believe HS1 will 
enable Ashford to buck the housing market.” 

She sees HS1 as one of two key strengths for 
the Ashford plan, the other being how the 
town has always embraced growth and the 
benefits of improved facilities. 

Orienteering 

But when I suggest this might be because 
there is less to be precious about architectural¬ 
ly in Ashford, she counters by pointing first to 
the medieval lanes of the town centre and the 
beauty of St Mary’s Church, which is being 
transformed into an arts centre. 

Current projects include redevelopment of 
the brownfield site at Victoria Way, rebuilding 


the town’s station and library sites and 
improvements to junction nine of the M20 to 
pave the way to the Eureka Park development 
realising its one million sq ft of potential - only 
a third is built or available to build at present. 

She keeps fit by running and orienteering, 
and closes the interview with an energetic call 
to arms for Ashford. 

“All the indicators are good and it’s exciting 
times for us when there’s all this gloom and 
doom in the national press,” she said. 

“Ashford has a really good message: house 
prices and office rents are a lot cheaper than in 
London - Paris is less than two hours away. 

“If you are a business in Kent, then maybe 
you should open another office here or move 
here. And we are very attractive for French 
and Belgian businesses who need a UK base.” 
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The fact is that road

I have read the piece by Yourblogger 
Gary Wright, (August 4) in which 
he slams the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists for “busying itself with 
the habits of drunken cyclists”. 

He says he was shocked to learn 
you can be fined £1,000 for riding 
your bike on the road while drunk, 
but later states that cycling while 
drunk is not illegal. 

The fact you can be fined does 
suggest to most people it must be 
illegal, and if Mr Wright had given 
it a moment's thought that might 
have occurred to him too. 

It is an offence under section 30, 
Road Traffic Act 1988, to ride a 
cycle on a road or other public place 
while under the influence of drink 
or a drug to such an extent as to be 
incapable of having proper control 
of the cycle. 

Lest Mr Wright thinks this is the 
modem nanny-state doing its 
worst, he should know that for well 
over 100 years the public have been 
protected from drunken road users. 

Ever since the Licensing Act 1872, 
it has been, and still is, illegal to be 
drunk in charge of any carriage 
(including pedal cycle), horse, cattle, 
or steam engine. 

I can’t comment on whether the 
police would bother with the 
offence, but one of their primary 
objects is the protection of life and 
that surely includes enforcing 
traffic laws, hopefully with a degree 
of common sense and discretion. 

Any organisation such as the 
IAM which attempts to promote 
road safety, even of cyclists, is 
surely to be commended.

BJ Tritton wonders if his generation can ever be forgiven for such a toxic financial legacy 



“A YOUNG man who isn’t a socialist 
hasn’t got a heart. An old man who is a 
socialist hasn’t got a head.” 

So said David Lloyd George. And now we ageing baby 
boomers are getting the blame for leaving the younger 
generation to pay for our supposed profligacy. 

I cannot help but feel this is a distortion. All my life I 
have defended the welfare state, supported the NHS, 
had doubts about the free market and felt concern 
about the economics of home ownership - to name but 
a few beliefs which could be labeled “socialist”. 

As a young man, I believed hunger, poverty and 
inequality could be eradicated. I was aware that for 
this to happen, especially on a worldwide basis, my own 
circumstances would be reduced. I was prepared for 
that, believing quality of life had little to do with the 
sybaritic standards developing in our society. 

I voted for these things, campaigned for these things, 
made my feelings known - often to disapprobation, if 
not ridicule, from my peers. Not all of them; there were 
many who felt the same way. But nothing happened. 
The inequalities and economic absurdities continued. 

My wife and I gave up good jobs and moved to rural 
Wales, eking out a living in tourism and agriculture, 
believing there was a possibility capitalism would col¬ 
lapse. Still nothing happened. Despite recession in the 
early 1970s, society recovered and began to rebuild the 
house of cards again. Then something happened to me. 

The heart began to lose its influence and the head 
took precedence. By now we had three sons. I realised 
it was not my place to inflict upon them a lower stan¬ 


dard of living, but to give them all the advantages I 
could. If they later chose to deny materialism, that had 
to be their decision, not mine. 

I went back to the rat race, played the property game, 
took financial risks. Am I partly to blame for the immi¬ 
nent collapse of the welfare state? For the debt we are 
foisting on the younger generation? Of course I am. 

Every individual has a responsibility for the society 
in which they live. But to blame a whole generation for 
taking advantage of a situation into which we were 
actively encouraged is absurd. We did it for our chil¬ 
dren. We are still doing it for our children. Baby 
boomers are acting as unpaid child minders, subsidis¬ 
ing middle-aged children with families, still supporting 
the generation we are accused of abandoning. 

Yes, I fear for the future. I grew up with a welfare 
state and the NHS. To see it withering away frightens 
me for the sake of coming generations. I am equally 
concerned that essential aspects of society are threat¬ 
ened while unnecessary and immoral elements such as 
Trident renewal seem to survive. 

As an individual - and there are many like me -1 am 
more than prepared, for the sake of the generations we 
are accused of abandoning to an insecure future, to pay 
more taxes to support a welfare state. 

Not, I think, an attitude of a greedy, inconsiderate, 
parasitic baby boomer. To take from those who can 
afford it is a better road than to cut services to those 
who need them. As to those coming generations to 
whom we are leaving such a poisoned legacy.; I admit 
to my part. Now take your part. Hopefully, you can 
make a better job of it than we did.

Quarry warning one 
that needs heeding 

With the school holidays in full 
flow, young people will be looking 
for excitement and places to hang 
out with their friends. 

I would like to appeal to parents 
in your area to ensure that their 
youngsters are not tempted to enter 
into local quarries uninvited. 

Over the past two years, six 
young people have died through 
falls or drowning at the sites of 
former mineral workings. 

While some hazards are obvious, 
others are less so. 

The water in quarries can, for 
example, be icy cold and deep with 
unexpected currents and obstacles 


hidden beneath the water. Quarry 
edges can be unstable. Caves 
dug into sand stockpiles can 
collapse on you. 

As part of our annual campaign, 
the Mineral Products Association 
has launched a Facebook page - 
Stay Safe... Stay Out of Quarries - 
which highlights not just what can 
happen if you venture into a quarry 
without permission, but also the 
huge impact the death of a young 
person in a quarry accident has on 
their friends and families. 

The video is about the deaths 
of Jay Harris and Ryan Walker, 
two teenagers who died in quarry 
accidents last year. 

We also have a YouTube video 
under the same title. 

They are resources we hope 
parents and other members of the 
community will use to help deliver 
our warning. 

So our message is please Stay 
Safe... Stay Out of quarries.

The long-term consequence of this 
is that organisations such as ours 
will fold and the work will just stop. 

Building up community cohesion 
and good relations doesn’t just hap¬ 
pen by accident, it involves building 
effective partnerships between the 
community and statutory sector 
and most importantly time, com¬ 
mitment and community buy in.

Working to stop cycle 
of our jobless Emilies 

Nearly one in eight children living 
in the South East are growing up 
in a home where no one has a job. 

Alarmingly, this equates to 
176,000 youngsters who, according 
to a new report from The Prince’s 
Trust and Qa Research, are signifi¬ 
cantly more likely to struggle when 
it comes to finding work. 

For many growing up in workless 
families, it is ‘normal’ not to have a 
job, not to go to work and earn a 
steady wage. 

Many lack confidence yet we 
know that they want to work. In 
the South East, eight in ten say 
that finding a good job is their main 
priority for the future. 

Qa Research has found that 
young people across the region are 
facing a cycle of worklessness and 
many can’t see a way out. 

It is an absolute tragedy to think 
that so many feel condemned to a 
life on benefits when they are capa¬ 
ble of so much more. 

More worryingly, they are likely 
to be driven further from the jobs 
market, as they struggle to compete 
with the post-recession backlog of 
unemployed graduates. 

It is organisations like The 
Prince’s Trust, working with local 
councils, businesses and individu¬ 
als, that are key to helping young 
people into jobs. Only by giving 
them skills, confidence and positive 
role models can we help them 
escape unemployment for good. 

If we fail to stop these disadvan¬ 
taged young people becoming 
disadvantaged adults, this cycle 
will continue to blight these 
families for generations to come.

Stowaways escape after 
CCTV misunderstanding

EMPLOYEES at Stewart Fraser 
Ltd in Ashford thought they had 
the perfect evidence to catch two 
illegal immigrants last week. 

Unfortunately, due to a ‘breakdown in com¬ 
munication’, the men have not yet been found. 

The pair were captured on the company’s 
CCTV as they jumped out of the back of a con¬ 
tinental lorry on Wednesday, August 11, by the 
Italian driver. 

The vehicle had been making a delivery to the 
company on the Henwood Industrial Estate 
near the M20 at about 10.30am. 

Calls 

Three calls between 10.42am and 11am were 
made to the police about the stowaways. 

Ch Insp John Frayne said two patrols were 
sent out within minutes of receiving the first 
call, one to the M20 between Junctions 9 and 10 
as there had been sightings of men on the 
banks of the motorway. 

The first vehicle to appear near Stewart 
Fraser Ltd contained two police dog-handlers 
who were unaware of the problem. They were 
apparently on a break exercising their dog and 
therefore could not help. One of the handlers 
even said the police “might not even bother 


coming out”. 

A police spokeswoman said: “As there was no 
scent, a dog-handler wouldn’t have been called 
up anyway in this instance.” 

Works director Peter Saint was keen to hand 
over the CCTV footage to police on the 
Wednesday, but officers only collected the 
footage a day later. 

Ch Insp Frayne said: “When officers arrived 
to seize the CCTV, no one was available at the 
business premises to download it.” 

Wait 

The Ashford firm claims if officers had waited 
five minutes for an employee to return from 
their lunch break they could have picked up the 
CCTV copy. 

According to Frayne, the employee who made 
the initial call did not say CCTV footage was 
available or that the lorry was still on site at 
the time. Had the patrols been aware of this 
they would have gone directly to the company 
premises and apprehended the driver of the 
vehicle. 

On Thursday, August 12, Ashford police 
announced that seven Iranians and Iraqis were 
found in the Medway area. 

Rosemary Alexander said: “It’s a case of 
swings and roundabouts with illegal immi¬ 
grants. Sometimes the police pick up lots and 
sometimes a couple slip through the net.” 

Mr Saint has criticised the police response 
which he says calls into question what the

function of the force really is. 

“It’s a shame the police can’t hold their hands 
up when they have made an error. Instead their 
behaviour leads to fewer people wanting to 
report crimes and reduced faith in the police 
force. 

“This incident has definitely fallen into the 
‘too difficult’ category.” 

Mr Saint intends to write a letter to Ashford 
MP Damian Green outlining the events.

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Airbender fails to come out on top 
in battle for our hearts and minds

M NIGHT Shyamalan is an odd 
choice to direct a special effects- 
laden adventure based on the pop¬ 
ular Nickelodeon animated TV 
series, Avatar: The Last Airbender. 

After all, this is the filmmaker who allowed 
us all to see dead people in The Sixth Sense, 
created a modern day superhero in 
Unbreakable and allowed an enraged Mother 
Nature to slaughter most of mankind in The 
Happening. 

The Last Airbender is a very different beast: 
a big budget journey of discovery, punctuated 
by sprawling battle sequences on a similarly 
grand scale to The Lord Of The Rings trilogy, 
that relies heavily on spectacle rather than 
substance or Shyamalan’s famed narrative 
twists. 

The writer-director juggles the myriad tech¬ 
nical elements, but he is occasionally let down 
by unconvincing digital effects that look more 
like a cartoon than live action. 

Moreover, some of the performances are 
more wooden than the gargantuan sets, creat¬ 
ing repeated moments of unintentional hilari¬ 
ty that cuts through the dramatic tension. 

The worst offender is a seemingly innocuous 
line from a village elder about her young 
charge being “the last bender” for miles. 

Orphaned siblings Sokka (Jackson 
Rathbone) and Katara (Nicola Peltz) discover 
a young boy called Aang (Noah Ringer) frozen 
in the ice near their village. 

The tyke is covered in strange tattoos and 
the siblings surmise that Aang must be the 
Avatar, destined to manipulate the four ele¬ 
ments (air, water, earth, fire). 

No sooner have the children arrived back at 
their village than outcast Prince Zuko (Dev 
Patel) from the Fire Nation and his soldiers 
capture Aang and hold him hostage aboard 
their ship. Thankfully, the prisoner escapes 
and begins the journey back to his temple, 
accompanied by Sokka and Katara. 


Meanwhile, Zuko’s father Fire Lord Ozai 
(Cliff Curtis) entreats trusted Commander 
Zhao (Aasif Mandvi) to find Aang, and prevent 
the boy from achieving his destiny. 

The Last Airbender screens in 3D in select¬ 
ed cinemas, but the increasingly popular for¬ 
mat was an afterthought, so don’t bother pay¬ 
ing the additional ticket prices for the honour 
of wearing uncomfortable plastic spectacles. 

A caption card at the beginning reads Book 


One: Water and it quickly becomes clear that 
this is the first film in a potential series. 

It’s hard to imagine subsequent chapters 
ever making it to the big screen. 

Ringer is a likeable hero, struggling to com¬ 
prehend his pre-ordained path, and Patel 
wrings as much pathos as possible from his 
underwritten role as the exiled prodigal son. 

Watery special effects aren’t convincing, and 
a pivotal scene in which one character sacri¬ 


fices their life for the good of mankind fails to 
bring a tear to the eye. 

“[Aang] will begin to win hearts because it’s 
in hearts that all wars are won,” says one sage. 

Regrettably, in the battle for our hearts and 
minds, Shyamalan comes up short.

WHEN a television programme puts 
God-fearing Amish teenagers with 
their British counterparts to experi¬ 
ence the extremes of our society, we 
know we can expect tantrums, shout¬ 
ing and denunciations.

They 
even accept provocative dancing may 
actually be a good thing if it keeps 
teenagers off the streets.

The episodes were not without ten¬ 
sions, troubles and tears, but the 
individuals gave a refreshing break 
from the usual shouting matches.

AS my 13-year-old son and 
I paddled our canoe from 
the narrow waterway 
which had us ducking vege¬ 
tation like something from 
a King Kong film (his 
description), we suddenly 
burst out on to the South 
Walsham Broad. 

I bet no-one who saw us skimming 
across the expanse of still water, sur¬ 
rounded by lush, green countryside, 
would have guessed that half an 
hour earlier neither of us had been 
in a canoe before - it was easy. 

South Walsham Broad is the only 
private broad among the 120-odd 
miles of waterways that make up 
Norfolk’s biggest tourist draw. 

The Broads are beautiful, and while 
parts are packed with pleasure craft, 
you can easily escape the crowds. 

I was surprised to learn that the 
Broads are man-made. Peat dug for 
heat between the 1100s and 1300s 
filled as sea levels rose and by the 
16th century the navigable Broads 
became a vital part of the county’s 
transport system. 

Norfolk boasts more medieval 
churches per square mile than any¬ 
where else in the world (it also has a 
tradition of village signs too, which 
show the history of the village — 
there are more than 500). 

We stayed in a beautiful cottage in 
the tiny village of New Buckenham, 
300 yards from a Norman castle, 10 
miles south of Norwich, but 
lightyears away from the 21st centu¬ 
ry. 

The village shop, a two-minute 
walk away before breakfast, boasted 
‘Provisions’ on its sign. 
Unfortunately bread wasn’t deliv¬ 


ered until later and there wouldn’t 
be any eggs until tomorrow. 

Just up the road though, outside a 
rambling home, were plenty of eggs 
at 90p a dozen with an honesty box 
alongside. There were even pictures 
of‘the girls’ who’d laid them. 

Much of Norfolk feels like that, 
and there were lots of honesty boxes 
for all manner of local produce. It 
can still make you think you have 
stepped back in time. 

It has no motorways, so accept 
that driving even 20 miles will take 
40 minutes, and enjoy the scenery. 

Better still, dump the car and take 
a bicycle. There are no steep hills 
and there are miles of cycle-ways. 

Norwich, by contrast, is a bustling 
city with shopping to please every¬ 
one, from designer names to market 
stalls and unique shops in intricate 


little Lanes like Brighton. But all 
the time its spectacular cathedral 
and dramatic castle remind you of 
its affluent past. 

Seaside fans will love Great 
Yarmouth, a kiss-me-quick town on 
the east coast with miles of sandy 
beaches. Its pleasure beach provides 
top-notch funfair rides with a dose of 
adrenaline and the wooden roller 
coaster, complete with brake-man in 
the middle, shows thrill rides 
haven’t changed much in 50 years. 

Cromer on the North Norfolk coast 
is far more traditional, and handy 
for the North Norfolk Steam 
Railway from nearby Sheringham - 
10 miles of pure nostalgia. 

After a week I was sorry to leave. 
It is a gentler pace of life with a wel¬ 
come in every pub and restaurant. 

We’ll definitely be back.

YOU don’t need to climb into the 
Leon FR to be seduced. 

Our test car looked superb in what the 
Spanish ‘Auto Emocion’ brand calls ‘Speed 
Blue’ - a £550 option from Seat’s so-called 
custom palette, which looks suspiciously like 
what the trade also used to call ‘base colours’ 
ie the non-metallics. 

But here’s the thing; Seats invariably look 
great in bold colours and people seem happy 
to pay extra to escape the monochromic 
motoring hell that was two decades of silver 
and grey metallic. 

Our car was also shod with 18-inch Orion 
black alloys (£510) making it sure to turn heads. 

It’s not even Seat’s hottest Leon yet the FR 
looks fiery enough with its coupe lines and 
twin-chromed exhausts. 

And you are still being led by the nose as you 
grip the fat leather wheel and note tasteful red 
seat stitching, but then things unravel - the 
rest of the cabin is dull; it is durable, but 
details can feel cheap and the dashboard is 
generally drab.

using the excellent VW Golf platform and 
well-known VW powertrains, while infused 
with the character of Seat itself. 

The test car was particular fun with a 170PS 
(167bhp) 2.0-litre turbodiesel plus six- 
speed/twin clutch VW DSG gearbox. 

It might sound like a contradiction, but 
this automatic ‘box is the perfect partner for 
a sporting car in the real world; it changes 
itself when you are bogged down in traffic, 
but you can race through the gears yourself 
on a clear road by using Fl-style paddles on 
the wheel. 

It’s even slightly faster than the manual, 
taking eight seconds to reach 62mph, and only 
marginally worse on fuel. 

Providing you use gearbox and chassis 
sensibly, it will average around 50mpg and 
attracts just £125/year in road tax - not bad 
for such a sporting car mixing reassuring grip 
and handling with a decent ride. 

However, to spec up with the bold colour 
and alloys plus that highly attractive gearbox 
you will add £2,310 to the £19,490 of our FR 
CR model - a lot of money when you consider 
that the Leon range starts at a modest 
£13,975.

New-buildstobeless 
of a taxing proposition? 

A CHANGE to tax proposals could mean 
that new-build properties become more 
popular with buyers, according to one 
property expert. 

The Government is considering a high¬ 
er stamp duty tax for homes that are 
poorly insulated. Homes that lose large 
amounts of energy through draughty 
windows and poorly insulated lofts would 
be subject to the higher tax, say experts. 

Reacting to the claims, the founder of 
newhomesforsale.co.uk Vernon Pethard 
said people will be encouraged to buy new 
homes to avoid falling foul of this tax. 

“Threatening an increase in stamp 
duty on older, poorly insulated homes is 
likely to deter people from buying one 
because it’s not always possible to bring 
them up to modem standards,” he said. 

UK best for investors in 
commercial property

Market rise in house prices 
met with some scepticism 


COMMERCIAL property insurance 
customers have been told there is little 
reason to believe the UK commercial 
property market has become overvalued 
as a result of recent price rises. 

Ed Stansfield, property economist, sug¬ 
gested the UK had seen “one of the bigger 
corrections” of all global commercial 
property markets during the downturn 
and, equally, one of the larger recoveries. 

“The bottom line is that there is not a 
lot of evidence to suggest the UK market 
had become overvalued as a result of the 
upswing,” he said. 

Mr Stansfield’s comments follow the 
Global Investment Perspective report by 
HSBC, which claimed the UK remains 
the most attractive commercial property 
market for investors. 

Slight drop in number 
of tenants owing rent 

A FIFTH of private-residential landlords 
have had tenants in rent arrears over 
the last three months, according to new 
research by the National Landlords 
Association. 

During the second quarter of 2010, just 
over 21 per cent of landlords experienced 
rental arrears. This represents an 
improvement on the previous quarter 
when teh figure was at 24.5 per cent. 

Furthermore, the average amount of 
outstanding rent arrears has dropped 
significantly from £978 in the first three 
months to £799 in the second. 



THE HOUSING market has 
received a boost following the news 
from the Halifax that prices rose 
unexpectedly last month. 

The news comes as a welcome relief as 
overall prices have been falling in the last few 
weeks, but Halifax analysts saw a 0.6 per cent 
upswing. 

This news has been greeted with jubilation 
by investors and homeowners. 

But there are still fears the market is 
volatile and has been completely settled. 

The average price increased to £167,425 
from £166,351 and followed falls in the previ¬ 
ous three months, including a 0.6 per cent fall 
in June. The rise beat economists’ forecasts of 
a 0.3 per cent fall in July. 

“The mixed pattern of monthly rises and 
falls over the first seven months of the year is

consistent with a slowing market,” said 
Martin Ellis, housing economist at Halifax. 

“It is also in line with our view that house 
prices will be broadly unchanged over 2010 as 
a whole.” 

Prices in July were 4.8 per cent higher com¬ 
pared with a year earlier, the same as the 
year-on-year increase in June, but lower than 
the peak of 8.7 per cent in April. 

Since the beginning of this year the average 
UK house price has fallen by £2,059, or 1.2 per 
cent. Prices are 16 per cent below their August 
2007 peak. 

Mr Ellis said that while low interest rates 
and a recovering economy continued to sup¬ 
port the housing market, an increase in the 
number of properties being put on the market 


- boosted by the coalition Government’s abo¬ 
lition of Home Information Packs (HIPs) - had 
relieved some of the supply constraint which 
drove prices up in 2009. 

However other experts have issued warnings. 

Paul Diggle, property economist at Capital 
Economics said that monthly house prices 
were volatile and would continue to be so in 
the short term. 

He said July’s increase did not change the 
likelihood that prices are set for a period of 
“considerable weakness” in the remainder of 
this year and into 2011. 

“The weakness in buyer activity, signs that 
credit conditions may be tightening again, the 
possibility of renewed weakness in the labour 
market in the next year, and the hit on house¬ 
hold incomes that the fiscal squeeze will bring 
over the next few years, will all weigh on house 
prices,” Mr Diggle said. 


Buy in right catchment area and your child will reap reward 


PARENTS could be making a 
good investment by paying more 
for a house within the catchment 
area of a good school. 

The additional spending will be 
worth it if the location of a higher 
priced property improves the 


chances of children being admitted 
to a particular school, according to 
Mouseprice director Selwyn Lim. 

He advised parents that it is 
also worth considering the life¬ 
time value of such an investment. 

Mr Lim explained: “That premi¬ 


um doesn’t actually sound like 
that much if that is to be spread 
across the entire schooling age of 
a child or 2.4 children [per family] 
on average. It doesn't translate to 
that much money per child per 
year if you divide it.” 


Nationwide reported that parents 
are prepared to pay an extra 4.6 
per cent - £8,670 - for a property 
in a good school catchment area. 

A ten per cent pass rate in Sats 
also adds a 3.3 per cent premium 
to a property in a particular area.

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Betteridge moves to get 
club ready for next year

ASHFORD Town will have a new 
structure in place before Christmas 
for a bid to join the Kent League for 
next season, according to new 
owner Tony Betteridge. 

The club faces a season without senior first 
team football after declining to apply to join 
the Kent League following a drawn out legal 
dispute between Betteridge and former 
co-owner Don Crosbie. However, progress is 
now being made for the club’s return as a seni- 
uor football club next season. 

Since taking charge of Town after winning 
the High Court battle, Betteridge has held 
meetings with various parties discussing the 
way forward for Ashford. 

The main reason the club declined to join the 
Kent League this season was due to a lack of 
structure after the change in ownership. 
Betteridge says he aims to rectify this before 
Christmas so the club can return to league 
football next season, while a new first-team 
manager will be needed to replace Steve 
Lovell for next term. 

Betteridge said: “We have had a lot of meet¬ 
ings over the last few weeks and I do believe 
things are moving forward on and off the 
field. There is no reason to have the football 


side set in stone now, but certainly by 
Christmas we need to know where we are 
going and tell the relevant people. We have 
had several offers on the manager front 
already.” 

While the senior side will lie dormant for a 
year, supporters will be able to get their fix of 
football with the Homelands ground con¬ 
firmed as the venue for Ashford Town’s acad¬ 
emy team’s home fixtures. 

The academy, headed by former Gillingham 
youth team coach Mark Patterson, in associa¬ 
tion with Ashford’s The North School, is in its 
first full season. The academy boss is delight¬ 


ed by the news as his sides were searching for 
a new ground to fulfill their Ryman Youth 
League home fixtures this season. 

Patterson said: “It’s great news for us and 
the boys to be playing at Homelands. We were 
unsure where we would be playing, but we 
have come to an agreement with Tony 
Betteridge. Youth football has always been 
well supported and we have already had a few 
people saying they would come and watch us 
as the first-team isn’t playing this year.” 

Patterson is hopeful the under-18s will also 
be able to play their home fixtures at 
Homelands this season.

LISA Dobriskey looks set to defend her 1500- 
metre title at the Commonwealth Games later 
this year. 

The Ashford runner had been apprehensive in 
committing to race in October’s Commonwealth 
Games in India, but after missing out on a medal 
in this month’s European Championships, she 
now wants to defend the title she won in 2006. 

The 26-year-old world silver medallist, who 
finished fourth at in Barcelona after a tactical¬ 
ly poor race, returned to the track at weekend 
with a third-place finish at the London Grand 
Prix Diamond League event ahead of the 
England squad announcement today. 

She said: ‘We’ve had a chat about it and I 
think I’m going to go ahead with the 


Commonwealth Games now. I always say if I 
underperformed and didn’t quite fulfill my ambi¬ 
tions at the European Championships then I 
would consider the Commonwealth Games. 

“Before I confirm, I will see how things go at 
Crystal Palace, but things are moving in the 
right direction and it is on the cards.” 

Several athletes such as Sir Chris Hoy and 
Jessica Ennis have expressed their concerns 
regarding the level of security ahead of the 
Games, and have decided to pull out. 

However, with the title that launched her 
onto the world scene four years ago to defend, 
she is excited about competing for her country. 

She said: “It’s a great feeling to try and defend 
my title. Going into the Games as the defending 
champion brings added pressure to perform. 
The more experience of pressure situations I get 
should put me in good stead for London 2012.”
